The craft's pilot is the arro- 
gant scientist Tobias Philby, who has incurred the wrath of As local villagers 
who believe his expefiments ate the work of the Devil. 

When. the-villagets set fire to Philby’s castle, the Doctor saves the scientist 
and his manseryant by jing with them in the TARDIS. 

Landing ona in World War I, the three time travellers are cap- 
tured by the Germans and accused of being British agents. After making a nar- 
row escape from the firing line, the Doctor and his friends cross over into 
British territory only to be accused of being German spies. Somehow the 
Doctor must convince the British of the threat of approaching German forces 
and return Philby and his servant to their own time in the TARDIS. 


The writers of the strip had evidently decided that Amold (from the two pre- 
vious adventures Children of the Evil Eye and Nova) was not such a good 
idea as a travelling companion for the Doctor and he was hurriedly returned 
to his own time at the opening of the story. 

The parallels with H G Wells’ novel The Time Machine are fairly obvi-

However, a short time later when trapped in the TARDIS by the flames, the 
Doctor assures Philby that the TARDIS is indestructible. 

It is rather disappointing to discover that, for some reason of his own, the 
Doctor immediately sides with the British against the Germans. Surely the 
Doctor should remain detached and refuse to become inyolyed in the affairs 
of the past? He even goes so far as to participate in a dog fight with German 
planes. 

This adventure was to later be reused as a Fourth Doctor story with Tom. 
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Baker’s likeness drawn over Jon Pertwee’s features and was published in 7V 
Comic issues 1390 through 1396.

The end of The Wanderers marked not only the end of the Third Doctor's 
comic strip era but a turning point for the strip itself, Although having 
returned to TV Comic after the demise of TV Action, the peng or 
less continued to maintain the standards set by Countdown and TV Action 
editor, Dennis Hooper. Indeed, artist Gerry Haylock had continued to illus- 
trate the Doctor’s adventures and there is every indication that the same 
writers, including Hooper himself, were still writing the scripts.
